V ariations of the word “selective” seem m od: in 
favor, such as “selectees’’ or just “selects . Dan 
Henderson of-the H earst magazines was first to 
present the form er to us and Dan Lyons the latter, 
but H erbert G. Kraft, Botho L. Mergenhagen. J. 
Waldron, L ester F. Rosenbaum. Jam es D. Header- 
son. W alter K. Barnes. W. S. Dickson and others 
came in soon afterw ard with approximately th# 
sam e titles, 
A nother term some of our correspondent# seem 
to fancy and which, as Philip D. Rosenthal points 
out, has been rather frequently 
used 
la te ly 
i# 
“trainees”. This is good, too. It is reasonably brief 
and thoroughly descriptive. Brevity is im portant in 
popularizing a new term because the fellows who 
have‘the last say In a m atter of this nature are the 
headline w riters for the newspapers. The one they 
pick la the one that will stick. 
They usually pick words convenient to their typ# 
line* and expressive. Naturally, the shorter th* 
word the better they like it. 
They probably would be delighted to get away 
from “conscripts” and "draftees", too. if only be­ 
cause they are unwieldy. Headline w riters do not 
hold m eetings or consult one another to decide on 
a word, of course. A headline w riter in. say, New 
York will slap in a word that strikes him as handy 
and expressive and if it appeals to other headline 
writer* th# sam e way they take it up and soon w# 
have a new word in the language. 
H 
EADLINE w riters do not, as a rule, attem pt to 
invent new words. But they make new words 
fam iliar to the public eye and ear and. therefore, 
popular. A decree of law would have less effect in 
bringing a word into general use than two or three 
headline w riters fitting it into the type lines now 
and then. The average headline w riter has a sense 
of words, as to sound, as well as appropriateness, 
as keen as that of a musician for his notes. 
“Trainees" is a term that has the advantage of 
distinctiveness in the case of the selected men. We 
do not recall that it ever has been used in any other 
connection, whereas “selects” has been employed 
to designate particular brands of various things— 
applet, oysters and the like. “Selectees” is perhaps 
more distinctive. 
We fear such term s as “selective#”, "selectm en”, 
“defender*” and “defendees” that have been present­ 
ed to us would be rejected immediately by headline 
w riters as unwieldy. 
It seem s to us that the status of a man registered- 
for m ilitary training la a peculiarly honorable one, 
whether he is called up or not. 
Therefore, we think the war departm ent should 
issue to every man so registered a letter button to 
wear In his lapel, as an official badge of hi* status. 
A penalty should apply against wearing the button 
without authorization of registration. 
S 
OME reader# may say this is a trivial detail, 
especially in view of the fact that every regis­ 
tered man has his card. But men fancy little touches 
of distinction and a button would be s form of offi­ 
cial recognition—a gesture of courtesy from th# gov­ 
ernm ent. We are sure it would be quite pleasing to 
the lads. 
We foresee one difficulty in connection with this 
suggestion. It probably would require an act of 
congress to get the money to provide the buttons, 
though we are sure the average registered man 
gladly would pay a small fee for an official insignia 
of this kind. But we want it to ceme from Uncle 
Sam and that would produce great debates. Some of 
our moat formidable statesm en doubtless would rise 
and harangue at length against this grievous inroad 
upon the public treasury. 
The expenditure for buttous would be Just a nub­ 
bin compared to the vast sums that these statesm en 
readily pass for other enterprises of no more im­ 
portance. but it wuuld give them a rare opportunity 
of showing their constituents that they are watch­ 
fully guarding the public funds. Maybe we had bet­ 
ter forget the buttons and avoid a big wind.

creased from 126,000 to 131.000, 
persons since then. The federal 
government will match state grants 
for a total of $5,000,000. 
Not All W ill Get Maximum 
Not all pensioners will receive 
the maximum. Only those whose 
“nseds” call for tbs $40 allowance 
will receive it 
Finance Director H. D. Defen- 
bacher 
is 
receiving 
budget 
re­ 
quests from the various state de­ 
partments. All are under instruc­ 
tions to submit them by Dec. I 
so be can draft the temporary six- 
month budget for submission to 
the legislature when it convenes 
Jan. 6. 
The 
largest 
request 
so

from the public employes retire­ 
ment system which asks $2,615,820 
for the next two years, an in­ 
crease of almost $2,000,000 over 
its allotment two years ago. 
The increase is sought to make 
up the state’s arrearages in con­
